Dear flock & friends, 


I have just come back from a two- 
month tour of the United States, attending 
General Convention & visiting four 
American dioceses, three Chinese Angli- 


can-Episcopal Churches, & speaking to 


St. John’s Alumni groups, the Church 
Periodical Club, etc. 

1. General Convention: This was 
held at Louisville, Kentucky, from Sept. 


29 to Oct. 11. Compared to the previous 


General Convention held at ‘Houston, 
Texas (which I observed when a bishop- 
elect), this General Convention was mild 
& unexciting. Nevertheless, several impor- 
tant issues wers debated heatedly & leng- 
thily, & a new Presiding Bishop was 


elected. 


The Ordination of Women to the 
Priesthood was defeated at the House of 
Deputies by a peculiar voting procedure 
which counted split-votes in each order 
as negative, though there were more 
dioceses & individual delegates who voted 


The House of Bishops which 


had voted in favour of women’s 


in favour. 
ordina- 
tion at two previous meetings did not 
vote on the matter again after the House 
of Deputies’ decision, but fifty-six bishops 
signed a Statement of Conviction in its 


favour. 


New Dioceses-3 new diocese-Northern 
Mexico, Southern Philippines & North 
Philippines-were admitted into union with 


General Convention, which also consented

Prayer Book Revision-The Trial

“Green Book” appeared satisfied that due 
process will be followed for both use & 


revision of our liturgy. 


New Presiding Bishop-The election 
by the House of Bishops was held on 
Oct. 4 at Christ Church Cathedral. Bishop 
John Allin of Mississippi was elected at 
the second ballot, & was confirmed by the 
House of Deputies after a more than 
three-hour discussion. By “random choice”

2. Visitations to American Dioceses: 


3efore & after General Convention I 


received invitations to visit 4 American 
dioceses: Nevada on Sept. 9-16, North 


Dakota on Sept. 22-23, Missouri on Oct. 


| 14-17, & Hawaii on Nov. 1-5. 


In Nevada I preached in churches at 
Las Vegas, Reno & Elko, spoke to the 
ECW in Reno, & attended an ecumenical 
clergy conference at Lake Tahoe. But it 
was not all work. Bishop Wesley Frensdorff 
himself drove me to see the other in- 
teresting parts of Lake Tahoe, & his 
clergy & lay people took me to see the 
Boulder Dam, Virginia City & other 
sights. It was interesting to learn that 
there had been a China Town of 2000 at 
Virginia City, Nevada, before San Fran- 
cisco, & that quite a few Chinese worked 


at the mines & in building the railroad 


in Nevada. 


In the Diocese of North Dakota, my 
work was all in connection with the 
Diocesan Convention at Oakes. I spoke 
at the Convention Banquet & preached 
at the Closing Service. Mrs. Pong played 
two Chinese piano pieces at the ECW 
lunch. A group of Chinese Episcopalians, 
my former parishioners in Hong Kong, 
now residing at Fergus Falls, Minesota, 
led by Dr. & Mrs. Frank Kan, drove up 
to Oakes to take part in the Convention 
Banquet. On the night before the Diocesan 
Convention, I arrived at Fargo where I 


was able to watch on TV in my hotel 


the Battle of the Sexes in which Billy 


Jean King defeated Bobby Riggs. Bishop 
George Masuda himself drove me & my 
wife to Oakes & back, & since my return 
his Diocese has voted for a sum of $3500 


U.S. for work in our Diocese. 


After General Convention, I spent 
four fully-packed days in the Diocese of 
Missouri. Besides preaching at two servi- 
ces & speaking at a Forum on Sunday, 
Bishop George Cadigan drove me to speak 
to a different Convocation (Deanery) in 
his diocese every day. There were also

3. Chinese Anglican - Episcopal work 


continues to grow in North America. 
Canon James Pun’s True Sunshine Church 
in San Franciscos China Town was 
admitted to Parish status on Oct. 19. 
True Sunshine has existed for 68 years. 
It had a new building two years ago. 
Canon Pun is to be congratulated for his 


achievement. 


In Toronto, the small Chinese Anglican 
congregation which met for worship at 
the Church of St. George the Martyr last 
year under the Rev. Kenneth Fung from 
Hong Kong has now over a hundred 
persons attending Sunday worship regu- 
larly. It now uses the Church of the 
Redeemer & worships at 9.45 a.m. every 
Sunday as the Chinese Congregation of 
St. John’s. 


It was officially recognized 


by the Diocese on Sunday, Oct. 14 &

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A Visit to St Paul's Clinic 


St Paul’s clinic stands unassumingly 
in a quiet street in the city of Kaohsiung. 
From the outside, it appears to be a 
private dwelling, nestling behind a garden 
fence. But inside is housed a very well- 


equipped outpatients and dental clinic 
which serves, on an average, 78 patients 
daily. As well as modern equipment, in- 
cluding the latest in x-ray machines, 
there is a dedicated staff made up of five 


doctors and nurses. 


How often the element of true caring 


is omitted from medical practice in 


Taiwan. So St Paul’s, being a service to 
the community in the name of Christ, 
goes a step further in their practice of 
medicine. When a patient needs further 
treatment, and is unable to return to the 


clinic, a nurse, and where necessary, a

doctor and nurse, will visit the home-an 


unusual occurence in Taiwan. 


Caring about the problems that give 
rise to illness, has led the clinic into the 
realm of family planning. A social worker 
is on hand to educate and encourage 
parents to participate in this. It is a slow 
and often unrewarding task as the social 
worker has to battle against the Chinese 
idea that it is good to have at least two 
sons to ensure the continuance of the 


family line. 


The less fortunate in life also come 
under the clinic’s caring wing. For ex- 
ample, polio children and members of 
their family through the Christian Chil- 


dren’s Fund are given free treatment. 


Thus, daily, from this small clinic in 
Kaohsiung, there is a message going out 
to the surrounding community-a message 
that there are people who care because 


God cares.

Taiwan 
was in the hands of the Japanese for fifty 
years until the end of the Second World 
War. Then on October 31 the birthday of 
President Chiang Kai-Shek is celebrated 
as a public holiday. On all three important 
occasions the city of Taipei, as well as 
other cities, is brightly lit at night and 
many decorative arches are erected on 
the main thoroughfars. One advantage of 
having these national occasions close 
together is that these arches do not need 
to be taken down until the three celebra- 


tions are over and so save on expenses 


and labour. 


The Republic of China to-day is a 


prospering country. Progress has been 
especially rapid in the last ten or fifteen 
years. Society has moved from what was 
formerly agricultural to one mainly in- 
dustrial. The economy of the country 
has never been better. Tremendous strides 


have been made especially in the electrical 


and electronic industries. Nearly every 
home has a television set and a washing 
machine. And so the life of the people 
is generally happy and contented and the 
standard of living fairly high. The smiling 
faces and smart outfit of the young people 
in the cover picture is ample evidence of 


this. 


In the midst of this growing prosperity 
and expanding economy, what place does 
the Church has and what contribution 
can She make on people’s lives?
